Some fow weeks ago, one of our Washington cor-
mupendents roported to us, by telograph, thal the
goversment bad determised upon sending a strosg
maval expedition to Japan. Thierepart, subseqaent-
3y, bas so far been etrengthoned by various othar re-
ports upon the subject, eome of them of a vemi:
efisial character, that we are diepored to ireat the
yumored expedition as a fixed fact.

The first inquiries ruggesting themaelvee are—
What is the objest of this expedition! who cowm-
mands it? and what ie its strength! We nader-
stand that the expedition will embrace three steam
shipe—the Princeton, Susquehanna, and Saranso—

and several slocpe of war, and that it will be com- |

manded by Commodore Perry. The steam frigate
Suiquehanna was detaziled to Japan in the esrly
part of last summer, with & letter of instructions
from the Secretary of State, by dirsciion of the
Presidont, defining her “specific duty. which, it is
wunderstood, was a demand upon the Japanese for
reparation of certain cutrages lately commiited
wpon Awmerican seamen. It iz aleo appreheaded,
from the etatements of eome of our eeamen, oF
eaped from impriconment in Japan, that others
may yet be detained in confinement there f ro,
the primary objeet of this expedition is to sffact
their release, by such an exhibit of naval strength
s will command the respact of these island bar-
barians. The expedition hae, also, several olber
ebjects in view, such s & gemeral commercial re-
eonnoisance of the waters of the Indian Ucean
and the Chinese Scas, and ecpeciallythe cpruing
of a sort of commeoreial reciprocity with the
Malands of Japan.

A commercial project of this character, includiog,
Bowever, all the independert criental mations, has
bong been the hobby of Mr. Aaron H. Palmer,
«ately a merchant of thie city. ke so far impreesod
the imperiance of enlarging our commercial opera-
tions among those people upon the cabinet of Gen.
Taylor, as toinduce him to resommend the appoint-
ment of & sposial commercial egent to China, Japan,
and all the maritime Aristic nations, whose trade
might be worth locking after. The mission fell

That, however, is & matier
of small importance, the material point of eom-
plaint being the ingratitude of Grealey for the oro-
therly advice and good offices of Wikefl

The Chevalier, in his own ecass, has him-
self promised soon to set the matter right. At
the dote of his letter he was asuticipating a
speedy roturm jo Paris—‘‘dear Paris,” as he
enlled it—with the same feelings of everflow-
ing affection for ita gayeties, aa Madame D»
Stael. He promises to achisve & victory, and
wo shall learn what it is after the vietory is achiaved.
He seemato be in the confidence of Louis Napoleon,
aud may yet be appointed to acsompany him, as
his confidential secretary, in the invasion of Eog-
land. In any event, it is & matter of congratulation
that Chevalier Wikoff has turned up; that, instead of
being imprisoned, he is pushing ferward & delicate
and beautifal enterprise, with every prospect of
success; and that the world may expect soom to
hear of his return to Paris; and that it is even
poerible we may be blessed again with his presence
in the United Stater.

THE LATE DEFALCATION—ARKEST OF 164AC N, WINN
AND WILLET N. HAWRKINS, ON AN ALLEGED CHARGE
OF FALSE PRETENCEE,
In Bunday's Hinanp, we briefly alluded to an exten-
sive defaloation by & broker, involving rome $680,000, and
cpwards. Eloes then, the pclice authorities have tuken
s decided actlon In the matter, and esused the arrest of
Meerrs. Hawhins and Winn, the 0o-partuners of Plin White,
who is the Individual mot yet eaptured, and who is said
to bave taken with him all the funds, leaving his part-
pers and the creditors minus the sums due them.
1t seems, from the facts in the cuse, that for the last
few mouths past Mesars. Winn & Hawkine were in
copartnership, ss Lrokers, at No. i John street, and Plin
White was the out-door operator im the purchuss of gold
dust, the eapital being furnizhed prinolpelly by Wino &
Hawhkins for such purposes, which sums of money, as
required, were piaced In the hands of Plin White, who
professed to be purchasing gold duet, at very advantagous
prices. The credit of Wirn & Hawkins being of good
stunding, merchants, a8 well as meney lenders, were in-
duced to invest large cums of money on short loans, for
which it appears they received large interest ; and fora
time the most punctusl paywmeats were made, thereby
establishing eredit and confidence to & very cenviderahle
extent, All went om very well until abou! the lat
of February, when, in some cases, an extsnsion ol
times was required by Plin White, In order, an he
eald, to carry out some very profitabls operation
The extension of time aaked for was granted, and
matters went on mgsin until the 7th ioetant, when
all 8 were 10 huva been pald; and Lo oarry
out the Istention, White appointed one o'slosk
on that day, to meet Mr Hawkins, and seitle up. One
¢'clock came, but no White made his appearanse; two
o'vlook came, yet no Mr White exhibited himself. Mr
Hawkins now began to be suspleions, and went in szarch
of White in all directions, but esuld ot fiad him ; nor
hes he alnoe been found—at lsast he hid not u) to last
evening.  According to the sccounts Eh‘lu by Mre, Haw-
kins sand the ruflering ereditors, White must have ub
soonded with frem sixty to oms hundred thoussnd dol
lars. which amount embraced all the moneys bolongiog
to the conoern, and of eourss they had 0 stop payment
The oreditors not hiui able to arrest White, their atten.
tion wea ofrected to Wion and Hawkins, whom they now
chargs with obtaining y by false pret ; and the
